It is necessary to search for 
tuberculosis among apparently 
healthy persons, according to the 
Michigan Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. Protection of young persons, 
especially young women, is par- 
ticularly important, for among 
them tuberculosis is still a health 
problem of dangerous. propor- 
tions. 

Statistics show that the tuber- 
culosis death rate among young 
women between the ages of fif- 
teen-“and -five is higher 
than for men of the same age. 
While the decline in the general 
death rate from tuberculosis in- 
cludes a decrease in the rate 
among young women, the de-~ 
crease has lagged behind that of 
most groups.
